THE MovEL CoTTron CHoPPER.—Our 
enterprising and ingenious townsman 
C. F. Reams, Esq., has just returned 
irom Washington city, wither he has 
been to secure a patent for his invention, 
the “Model Cotton Chopper,” which in 
our opinion will prove great blessing to 
our cotton farmers. As we are no farmer 
and “what we know about farming” 
would be of so little importance were 
we to tell it, we take trom the State 
Agricultural Journal, undoubtedly the 
best authority, the following in regard 
to this new invention : 

“Mr. C. F. Reams, of this city, hag 
shown us the model of a new cotton 
cultivator, which sppears to possess 
many advantages over any imp!ement 
yet invented for the cultivation of cot- 
tun. It is something on the order ofa 
recent invention by a worthy citizen of 
Sampson county. We will describe it 
as near as possible. It consists of a 
double plow so arranged as to “bar ofi” 
the young cotton on both sides at the 
same time, and vy means of a very in- 
genious connection of revolving hoes 
the cotton is “chopped out” with the 
same regularity as it could be done with 
a hoe in the hands of the most experi- 
enced chcpper. The cultivator rests 
upon two large wheels, and very light. 
The depth tor “barring off’ and dis- 
tances for “chopping out” are easily 
arranged. In addition to the chopping, 
&c., Mr. Reams claims tor his new in- 
vention that it will side vp the yourg 
piant with as much accuracy as any of 
the improved cotton ploughs. This is 
certainly a great labor saving imple- 
ment. Mr. Reamsasks a thorough ex- 
amination of his cotton cultivator by 
the plauters throughout North Caro- 


line.”

THE GAUGE OF THE NORTH CAROLINA 


RAIL ROAD. 
Messrs. Editors of the News : 


If the North Carolina Railroad can 
be made a part of a Grand Trunk Line, 
already about completed North and 
South, and of another Grand Trunk 
Line East and West, to be soon finished 
up, over the line ot the Western North 
Carolina Ruad from Salisbury West,then 
I insist that the gaugeof the Central 
Road should be widened to conform 
to the Roads North, South and West of 
our Central North Carolina system, 
But, I submit that such change of gauge 
ought to extend at least trom Charlotte 
to Raleigh, and not simply trom Char- 
lutte to Greensboro. 

The completion of the Air Line from 

Charlotte to Atlanta next week, will 
(provided the guage of our Road is 
opened) place Raleigh in uninterrupted 
broadgauge Railruad communication 
with Atlanta, New Orleans and the 
great Southwest, more than two bhun- 
dred miles nearer than by any other 
route, and this advantage tothe City 
of Raleigh and this section ot North 
Carolina is not to be overlooked. 
If the gauge ig opened only trom 
Greensboro, it is alleged that it will 1n- 
jure the business of this city and dam- 
age a great local interest, the Raleigh 
and Gaston Railroad, which we must 
preserve, but if the gauge is opened all 
the way to Raleigh it will benefit this 
city and section and the local interests 
referred to, for, as the Southern system 
of Roads are the five feet gauge, it fol - 
lows :hat ia tapping a Grand Trunk 
Line we shail secure more’ business, 
passengers and freight, than we can ever 
hope for from w mere local Road, and a 
local Road the Central must be so long 
as it remains a narrew gauge link ip a 
line of broad gauge Road. 

In the interest, theretore, of Raleigh, 
and I may say of the Raleigh and Gas- 
ton Railroad, I insist that the gauge ot 
the North Carolina Road ought to be 
opened to Raleigh. This will make the 
R. & G. R. R. part of a short line from 
Baltimore to Atlanta, over that always 
popular and much sought atter route, 
the old Bay Line. 

I submit these hasty views for the 
consideration of the people of this sec- 
tion, and those of every Railroad interest 
involved,

Againg from the fact that 
they never worked in hard ground— 
that is, where the work required blast- 
ing—it was evident that they were not 
provided with the means of blasting. 

At every one ot the places I examined, 
mica was abundant in veins composed 
chiefly of telspar and quartz, the tomer 
generally predominating. The mica 
left among the debris was generally in 
small flakes, except at Mr. Garrett Ray’s 
on the waters of Bolin’s Creek, where 
a number of large sheets had been left. 
This last mentioned fact seemed to in- 
dicate that the mica itself had not been 
the object of the exploration. 

The most extensive of all the excava- 
tions was that on the land of Mr. Wm. 
Silvers, in Mitchell county, near the 
road trom Burnsville to Bakersviile. 
From the eppearance there, it would 
seem tiat a large number ot miners had 
been at work for years at that place. 
In the excavations, extending for about 
iour hundred yards, they had at inter- 
Vals left bars across as if to prevent the 
earth at the sides from falling in— 
making thus a succession of openings 
fifty or sixty feet in extent, separated 
by marrow ridgcs of earth. Timber 
which I examined, that had grown on 
the earth thrown out, had been prow- 
log as long as three hundred years. 
Near one of the workings, not tar from 
this place, I alsc saw aslab of store 
taat had evidentiy been marked by 
biows of a meta lic tool, and which had, 
trom the appearances about it, been most 
probably intended to mark the lecality. 

As the manner in which the work had 
been done at Mr. Silvers’ resembled that 
sometimes practiced by the Mexicans, it 
seemed possible that a party of Spaniards 
—about the time when Cortes was in 
Mexico and De Soto was in Fiorida— 
might have rambled up into this region 
and, by employing the Indians as !a- 
borers, in the course of a tew years have 
caused such explorations to have been 
made. On examing the material about 
the place, Liound tragments that had 
been thrown out very like in their ap- 
pearance some of the best Mexican sil- 
ver ores. Several Western miners, to 
Whom the specimens were shown in 
New York, prior to any assay, express- 
ed great confidence that they would go 
to two or three hundred dollars in silver 
per ton. An assay, however, seemed to 
show only three dollars per ton. I 
caused itto be repeated, aud had the 
same reply. This would seem to indi- 
cate that these were bits discarded be- 
cCuuse too poor, but that the work had 
perhaps been prosecuted for silver, I 
caused therefore a shaft to be sunk, and 
two tunnels to be carried entirely below 
the old excavations, and became sutis- 
fied that there was bo working silver 
ore to be found there. Large mica of 
good quality was abundant. It seem- 
ed certain that this work had all been 
done for men. But the question 
more difficult to answer presented it- 
self: by whom could this work have 
been executed? The Norsemen were 
on our coast as tar back as six or seven 
centuries ago; they might have pene- 
trated Into the interior, and by employ- 
ing the Datives have caused these 
works to be executed, aud carried the 
mica away to be used as window-lights 
for their huts, as the inhabitants of the 
Arctic regions are said sometimes to do, 
Gut on the other hand | have been in- 
formed that mica has been found with 
other old Indian ornaments and imple 
ments 1M Certain caves in Tennessee, 
and perliaps elsewhere. It does not 
therefore seem improbable that for- 
mer race of Indians—possibly — the 
“Mound builders,” who used copper 
teols—made these excavations for the 
purpose cf procuring the mica. 

These veins are found with the gneiss 
and mica slate strata, which constitute 
the greater portion of the rocks of this 
region. Tte elements of their composi- 
tion are identical with those of these 
strata, und even of clay slate. The 
difference is wholiy in the structure of 
the velus, and notin theirelements, 
the veins the felspar, which usualiy pre- 
dominates, exists tolerably pure, the 
quartz ip lumps or large masses, and the 
miica In chrysta!s of various sizes, some- 
limes weighing several hundred pounds. 
Near the suriace the telspar, converted 
by gtmosphenme action into kaolin, 
presents Clalky looking beits, with 
quaitz |yiog in lumps of difterent sizes, 
and more or less mica scattered around. 

As almost all the rocky strata of this 
and the adjoining counties consist in 
great part of mica, persons must expcct 
io find it everywhere. For commercial 
purposes, it is be sought thereiore where 
it exists in plates of some siZe, is sufh- 
ciently tlransparent, and Is free from 
such contortions and flaws as prevent its 
being split into: thin sheets. Though 
the sizes of the chrystals will vary io 
different parts or the vein, they are as 
likely to be large at the surface a deeper 
down. “That found at the surtace, how- 
ever, is usually injured by exposure to 
the weather, which in time decomposes 
it, and is also disfigured by the clay 
carried into its seams. Unless withina 
tew teet of the surface some mica of fair 
size is found, there woud not seem to 
be encouragement to expend much la- 
bor 1n explorations. 

*pesides the valualle mines now being 
operated on in the counties of Mitchell 
and Yancey, have seen two 
calities in the southern part of this 
county (Bunoombe) mica of fine size 
and good quality. Such is also found 
in the countics of Haywood, Jackson 
and Macon to the we-t, and as far 4s 
Lincoln and Catawba. 
be no deubt but that there is a 
track of country of more than one hun- 
dred and fitty miles in extent capable 
of producing good mica, in quantitics 
suilicient tu supply a very large demand. 
Should that demand continue, these 
mines might be worked profitably to 
the depth of a thousand feet or more, 
and for centuries to come. 

No otber mineral of much commer- 
cial value has yet been found in mica 
veins, but it is to be hoped that at some 
point or other the beryls found may 
occur in the form ot emeralds. I have 
seen one or two transparent white beryls, 
avd several small aguamarines, some of 
which I had cut’ This last mineral, 
though used asa gem, is in fact worth 
iitthke more than the cost of cutting it. 
As however the emerald owes its fine 
green color to the presence ot less than 
one per cent. of the oxyd of cheromium, 
and ws Chrome ore is widely dispersed 
throughout this section, we may hope 
that ut some point emeralds may be 
tound. I need scarcely remind you, 
that the emerald ranks next in value to 
the ruvy and the diamond.
